Drugs processed for sale 
in home, police allege

Two small children are 
safe in protective custody, 
after they were rescued 
from a northeast Edmon¬ 
ton home where their par¬ 
ents were allegedly turn¬ 
ing cocaine from powder 
to rock. 

Bearing a search war¬ 
rant, police say officers en¬ 
tered a home at 163 Av¬ 
enue and 64 Street on Fri¬ 
day, and discovered almost 
a kilogram of the drug in 
stages of conversion to 
crack, packaging material, 
a pistol, ammunition and 
around $60,000 in cash. 

A 23-year-old woman, a 
24-year-old man and their 
two children — a little girl 
and a newborn baby boy — 
were home when police 
executed the search. 

The couple were arrest¬ 
ed, and the children were 
taken into protective cus¬ 
tody under the Drug-En¬ 
dangered Children Act, leg¬ 
islation intended to pro¬ 
tect kids living in drug 
houses.

es spokeswoman Cheryl 
Oxford told Metro even if 
kids don’t have direct ac¬ 
cess to narcotics, they’re 
still at significant risk for 
harm, even if drugs are 
hidden in the home. 

“It could be anything 
from inhalation, absorp¬ 
tion or ingestion of toxic 
chemicals and potential 
fires and explosions,” she 
said. “Some may suffer 
from lack of medical or 
dental care, poisoning, 
stress, anxiety and internal 
organ damage.” 

Both parents were 
charged with possession 
for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing, careless storage of am¬ 
munition and two counts 
of willfully causing a child 
to be drug-endangered. 

Seized cash was referred 
for forfeiture under the 
Victims Restitution and 
Compensation Payment 
Act. 


Oilsands not Canada's worst emissions offender: Report 


environment Alberta’s oil- 
sands shouldn’t be singled 
out as the reason for the 
country’s greenhouse gas 
emissions record, the Con¬ 
ference Board of Canada 
said in a report yesterday. 

The Ottawa-based pri¬ 
vate-sector think-tank said 
road transportation ac¬ 


counted for 18 per cent of 
total Canadian greenhouse- 
gas emissions in 2007. 
That’s more than three 
times what was produced 
that year by the oilsands 
which, by comparison, ac¬ 
counted for a relatively 
small five per cent of Cana¬ 
da’s total greenhouse gas 


emissions. 

“The perceived Achilles 
heel of the oilsands is its 
higher levels of greenhouse 
gas emissions,” Len Coad 
and Glen Hodgson, the re¬ 
port’s co-authors, said in a 
news release. 

The report said oilsands 
emissions will grow as pro¬ 


duction doubles over the 
next decade, but it says en¬ 
ergy users have a role to 
play as well. 

Environmental groups 
have also been calling for a 
well-rounded climate poli¬ 
cy, said Simon Dyer, oil¬ 
sands program director for 
the environmental think- 


tank Pembina Institute. But 
that doesn’t mean oilsands 
producers should be let off 
the hook, he said. 

“We need meaningful 
greenhouse gas reduction 
policies that apply to all 
polluters and no special 
deal for the oilsands,” Dyer

Rare world map 
goes on display 

Washington A rarely seen 
400-year-old map that 
identified Florida as “the 
Land of Flowers” and put 
China at the centre of the 
world went on display yes¬ 
terday at the U.S. Library 
of Congress. 

The map, created by 
Matteo Ricci, was the first 
in Chinese to show the 
Americas. Ricci, a Jesuit 
missionary from Italy, was 
among the first 
westerners to live in what 
is now Beijing in the early 
1600s. The map’s descrip¬ 
tion of North America 
mentions “humped oxen” 
or bison, wild horses and a 
region named “Ka-na-ta.”

The largest earthquake yet 
recorded in the area 
rocked Haiti yesterday.

“Buildings collapsed all 
over the place,” he said.

It will take at 
least two or three days for 
people to know what’s go¬ 
ing on.” 

An Associated Press 
videographer saw the 
wrecked hospital in 
Petionville, a hillside Port- 
au-Prince district that is 
home to many diplomats 
and wealthy Haitians, as 
well as many poor people. 

Haitian-Canadians were 
scrambling to reach their 
loved ones.

“It’s frustrating. The lines 
are either busy or ringing 
without answer” she said.

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Britain bans Islamic 
extremist group 


London The British govern¬ 
ment banned an Islamist 
group notorious for glorify¬ 
ing al-Qaida and tied to ter¬ 
ror plots at home and 
abroad, but its Lebanon- 
based spiritual leader prom¬ 
ised to reorganize under a 
different name. 

The group, Islam4UK, will 
be banned starting tomor¬ 
row after its British leader, 
Anjem Choudary, threat¬ 
ened to lead protests in the 
streets of a small market 
town known for honouring 
the British soldiers lulled in 
Afghanistan. 

The group, previously 
known as Al-Muhajiroun, 
was banned before only to 
change its name and resur¬ 
face again. Al-Muhajiroun, 
which means “The Emi¬ 
grants” in Arabic, catapult¬ 
ed to notoriety shortly after 
Sept. 11, 2001, when it or¬ 
ganized an event celebrat¬ 


ing the airline hijackers 
who slaughtered thousands 
in New York, Washington 
and Pennsylvania. 

The group and its 
founder, Omar Bakri, be¬ 
came one of the most ag¬ 
gressive voices of radical Is¬ 
lam in Britain. Officials 
have said that Omar Khan 
Sharif, who attempted to 
blow himself up at an Is¬ 
raeli bar in 2003, was associ¬ 
ated with al-Muhajiroun. 

So too was Mohammed 
Junaid Babar, a Pakistani- 
born al-Qaida member 
turned FBI informant. Mem¬ 
bers of the terrorist cell be¬ 
hind the July 7, 2005 Lon¬ 
don transit bombings and 
those convicted in 2007 of 
plotting to set off explo¬ 
sions across southern Eng¬ 
land using fertilizer-based 
explosives also had links to 
the group.

ing witness to the courage 
and humanity of Anne 
Frank, Gies underrated her 
own courage. “I am not a 
hero,” she said many 
times. If people see her as a 
heroine, she feared, they 
will doubt their own capac¬ 
ity to do what she did. And 
she did it, she said, be¬ 
cause it seemed necessaiy 
at the time. 

For most of my life I’ve 
wondered what I would 
consider “necessaiy” in the 
same situation. I worry 
that, like millions, I would 
have just kept my head 
down, or worse, wrote en¬ 
thusiastic pro-Nazi 

columns. It’s a lot easier to 
be craven than brave. 

But I like to think if a 
tiny woman, an ordinary 
secretary, could stand tall 
and courageous in the face 
of evil, so could I. Could 
you? As long as we take 
heart and remember Miep 
Gies and her extraordinary 
story, there’s hope for both 
of us. 

Miep Gies died Monday 
night. She was my hero.

Canadian investment 
law flawed: U.S. Steel 


An American steel compa¬ 
ny says legislation govern¬ 
ing foreign investment in 
Canada is “essentially 
flawed” because it doesn’t 
define how an investor 
can justify failure to meet 
promises made to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

U.S. Steel was in Federal 
Court yesterday, arguing 
that a case against it 
should be thrown out due 
to the legal flaws in the In¬ 
vestment Canada Act. 

The federal government 
has said the company 
failed to adequately justify 
its failure to meet employ¬ 
ment and production 
promises it made when it 
bought the former Stelco. 

But U.S. Steel lawyer 
Michael Barrack told court 


Challenge 

• U.S. Steel's constitutional 
challenge to the Investment 
Canada Act is the first since 
it was adopted 24 years 
ago. A federal review is re¬ 
quired any time a Canadian 
company with assets of 
more than $312 million is 
bought by a foreign entity. 

that the act doesn’t ex¬ 
plain what constitutes an 
adequate justification. 

“That’s where the impre¬ 
cision and vagueness of 
the statute is,” Barrack 
said. 

“How do I justify its non- 
compliance? How do I 
avoid having the govern¬ 
ment come and force me 


to sell my property? How 
do I behave in an accept¬ 
able way?” 

The company’s constitu¬ 
tional challenge of the act 
rests on the premise that 
the act is quasi-criminal in 
nature because of the 
penalties it imposes on a 
foreign investor that fails 
to meet its promises, but 
doesn’t afford the investor 
all the rights allowed in a 
criminal case. 

For example, Barrack ar¬ 
gued that U.S. Steel has not 
been told by Industry Min¬ 
ister Tony Clement why its 
88-page explanation of 
why the economy prevent¬ 
ed it from meeting its 
promises wasn’t enough of 
a justification under the

Shawna Sadler, 33, is a 
Technology Officer at the 
University of Calgary who 
heads the school’s upcom¬ 
ing Taylor Family Digital Li¬ 
brary. Sadler originally 
worked as an information 
architect in the web indus¬ 
try in the late 1990’s but got 


trained as a librarian after 
working at UCal as a sup¬ 
port staffer in the school’s 
library system. She shatters 


the old stereotypes of the 
bookworm librarian and ex¬ 
emplifies the new paradigm 
of the tech-sawy, digitally- 


conscious information man¬ 
ager, digitizing more books 
than she catalogues and act¬ 
ing as a guide along the in¬ 


formation highway rather 
than a gatekeeper. 

“I’m interested in how 
technology improves the 
lives of people and the soci¬ 
ety they live in. You enable 
people to improve them¬ 
selves. It’s exciting, it’s fun 
and it’s hard but at the end 
of the day you’ve helped 
people,” Sadler said. 

When some students ar¬ 
rive on campus thinking re¬

t sounds like a Holly¬ 
wood movie: A waiter 
becomes a salesman, 
then launches his own 
company, and becomes 
a multi-millionaire.

Changing careers 
still in vogue in 2010 


Recent improvements in the 
economy may have some 
workers preparing to move to 
a new job in the new year, with 
nearly one-in-five workers (19 
per cent) reporting they plan 
to leave their current job in 
2010 to find a new one. 

Nine per cent said they 
plan to leave in 2011. This is 
according to Career- 
Builder’s latest survey 
among more than 5,200 
workers.

Despite not being a “brand 
guy” or having a business 
degree, Dani Reiss* 
entrepreneurial spirit and 
commitment to authentici¬ 
ty has turned famed Cana¬ 
dian jacket manufacturer 
Canada Goose into a world¬ 
wide phenomenon. 

Yet Reiss — the relaxed, 
thoughtful 36-year-old pres¬ 
ident and CEO of Canada 
Goose — never thought in a 
million years he’d run a 
company, let alone worry 
about things like branding.

tors off my shirts. (Leading a 
brand) was never some¬ 
thing I ever planned on do¬ 
ing,” Reiss said.

While other clothing 
manufacturers have long 
since outsourced produc¬ 
tion to Asia, Canada Goose 
has kept all of its produc¬ 
tion within Canada, not on¬ 
ly as a point of pride but as 
a crucial part of maintain¬ 
ing the brand’s credibility 
with consumers, Reiss says. 

“Authenticity is every¬ 
thing. You can’t outsource 
the meaning behind the 
product. I’d like to think 
that ‘Made in Canada’ is go¬ 
ing to see a renaissance and 
if it does we’d like to think 
we were a part of that be¬ 
cause we’ve taken a very 
strong position that is who 
we are,” Reiss said. 

Pictures of world leaders 
like Bill Clinton and 
Vladimir Putin wearing 
Canada Goose jackets in 
dire winter settings certain¬ 
ly have beefed up the 
brand’s notoriety and Reiss 


believes a combination of 
mystique and utility work 
to give the brand it’s cachet. 

“It’s not just an image 
and it’s not just a commodi¬ 
ty product. The stories be¬ 
hind it really make it. It’s a 
convergence of fashion and 
utility, a life-saving product 
for the people who work in 
the coldest places in the 
world,” Reiss said. 

Canada Goose is part¬ 
nered with Polar Bears In¬ 
ternational, of which Reiss 
is chairman of the board, to 
help with conservation of 
the world’s endangered po¬ 
lar bears, two-thirds of 
which reside in Canada. 
Reiss says the charity is a 
perfect match for Canada 
Goose because the polar 
bear is a powerful symbol 
of Canada recognized 
around the world, much 
like the Canada Goose 
brand itself.

CASE OF STOLEN TUITION 
FUNDS AT RED RIVER COLLEGE 
UNSOLVED: A theft of tuition 
funds from Red River College's 
Princess Street campus in Win¬ 
nipeg last September remains 
unsolved.

Dragontail peaks. 

As late as the 1920s, 
much of the basin above 
2,286 metres was covered 
by glaciers, and plants are 
only now pioneering rock 
exposed when the ice re¬ 
ceded. 

In the lower reaches, 
there’s just enough soil for 
low shrubs, beriy bushes, 
twisted trees and wildflow- 
ers to exploit the few 
weeks of summer. 

You might find a family 
of mountain goats sharing 
the narrow trail. Not exact¬ 
ly tame, they seem willing 
to tolerate visitors as long 
as they behave themselves. 

Reaching paradise is sup¬ 
posed to take effort and 
the Enchantments are no 


exception. There are two 
trails in. From the east, the 
Snow Lake route climbs 
about 1,676 metres in 16 
kilometres. The Colchuclc 
Lake trail from the north¬ 
west gains 1,341 metres in 
a little about 10 kilome¬ 
tres, but half of that comes 
in around one kilometre in 
the final trudge to Aasgard 
Pass. 

Rich Haydon, wilderness 
resource manager with the 
Olcanogan-Wenatchee Na¬ 
tional Forest, says that de¬ 
spite the sweat required, 
it’s still a relatively short 
hike to spectacular scenery 
above the timberline. For 
some, he says, “A winter 
trip to go up there to ski 
would seem reasonable 
and for other people the 
middle of summer’s too 
much.” 

Critical is knowing 
which one you are. For 
most people, Haydon says, 
June and early July before 
the snow clears is too ear¬ 
ly. Late July through Au¬ 
gust is the prime season, 
and while autumn can be 
beautiful, expect snow by 
mid-September.

With Simon Cowell’s days 
numbered and Paula Ab¬ 
dul already gone, this sea¬ 
son is shaping up to be the 
end of an era for the most- 
popular show in the Unit¬ 
ed States, Fox’s American 
Idol. 

But when it comes to liv¬ 
ing up to its title — creat¬ 
ing a superstar act that 
captures the imagination 
of millions — the power of 
Idol has been ebbing for 
years. (The new season of 
Idol started last night.) 

While the show pro¬ 
duced multiplatinum sen¬ 
sations in its earlier days, 
starting with Kelly Clark¬ 
son and ending with Carrie 
Underwood, recent Idol 
winners or runners-up 
have not had similar chart 
success. 

Kris Allen, last year’s 
champion, has sold about 
200,000 copies of his de¬ 
but album. And while his 
Idol runner-up, Adam 
Lambert, proved to be 
more popular and contro¬ 
versial, even his debut has¬ 
n’t stayed at the top of the 
charts for long. 

“When you start think¬ 
ing about American Idol as 
a place that feeds the mu¬ 
sic business, it’s not as 
much as people think it 
is,” said Howard Benson, 
who produced the first two 
CDs for Idol finalist Chris 
Daughtry’s multiplatinum 
band, Daughtry. “It’s fallen 
off.” 

Of course, “fallen off” is 
all relative when you’re 
talking about a show that’s 
been the undisputed rat¬ 
ings champion since it de¬ 
buted in 2003. It has pro¬ 
duced millions and mil¬ 
lions in albums sales, 
Grammy Awards and even 
an Oscar winner in Jen¬ 
nifer Hudson, who is also a 
Grammy winner and suc¬ 
cessful recording artist. 
Even the also-rans of “Idol” 
have managed to parlay a 
stint on the show into ca¬ 
reer success. 

“It is by far still the most

Polanski 
sues over 
photos 

lawsuit The news snap¬ 
shot shows Roman Polans¬ 
ki standing at a window, a 
thin slice of his face visible 
amid an opening in the 
curtains. The French paper 
that printed the photo saw 
it as a newsworthy depic¬ 
tion of the director’s life 
under house arrest in his 
Swiss Alpine chalet. 

Lawyers for the China¬ 
town director say that the 
December 2009 photo and 
many others invaded his 
privacy as 
well as his 
family’s, 
and he and 
his wife are 
suing four 
French pub¬ 
lications, 
two newspa¬ 
pers and 
two maga¬ 
zines for a 
total of about $224,000 US. 

In a hearing yesterday, 
Polanski lawyer Marion 
Gregoire said the suits 
were an attempt to put an 
urgent stop to the media 
spotlight on the filmmaker 
and his family that has in¬ 
tensified in the months 
since a 32-year-old sex case 
against him was revived. 

“The legal case against 
Polanski in no way justifies 
the paparazzi’s stalking of 
his wife and children,” 
Gregoire said. 

Polanski’s had lived for 
three decades before he 
was arrested in September 
on a U.S. warrant while en 
route to a Swiss film festi¬ 
val. He spent more than 60 
days in detention in a 
Swiss jail before being 
transferred to house arrest 
in his Swiss vacation

Vatican slams Avatar for eco-spiritualism message 


movies The Vatican news¬ 
paper and radio station 
have called the film Avatar 
simplistic and criticized it 
for flirting with modem 
doctrines that promote the 
worship of nature as a sub¬ 
stitute for religion. 

L’Osservatore Romano 
and Vatican Radio dedicat¬ 
ed ample coverage to 
James Cameron’s big-gross¬ 
ing, 3-D spectacle. But the 
reviews were lukewarm, 
calling the movie superfi¬ 
cial in its eco-message, de¬ 


spite groundbreaking visu¬ 
al effects. 

L’Osservatore said the 
film “gets bogged down by 
a spiritualism linked to the 
worship of nature.” Simi¬ 
larly, Vatican Radio said it 
“cleverly winks at all those 
pseudo-doctrines that turn 
ecology into the religion of 
the millennium.” 

“Nature is no longer a 
creation to defend but a di¬ 
vinity to worship,” the ra¬ 
dio said. A Vatican 
spokesperson said that

divinity to 
worship/’ 

Vatican Radio 

while the movie reviews 
are just that — film criti¬ 
cism, with no theological 
weight — they do reflect 
Pope Benedict XVTs views 
on the dangers of turning 


nature into a “new divini¬ 
ty-” 

In a recent World Day of 
Peace message, the pontiff 
warned against any no¬ 
tions that equate human 
person and other living 
things. He said such no¬ 
tions “open the way to a 
new pantheism tinged 
with neo-paganism, which 
would see the source of 
man’s salvation in nature 
alone.” 

The Vatican newspaper 
occasionally likes to com¬ 


ment in its cultural pages 
on movies or pop culture 
icons. 

In one famous instance, 
several Vatican officials 
spoke out against The Da 
Vinci Code. In this case, 
the reviews came out after 
a red carpet preview held 
in Rome just a stone’s 
throw from St. Peter’s 
Square. 

The story of the tall blue 
creatures who inhabit Pan¬ 
dora and contend with hu¬ 
mans intent on grabbing 


the resources of their plan¬ 
et has made over $1.1 bil¬ 
lion at box offices world¬ 
wide. Partly boosted by 
higher 3-D ticket prices, 
Avatar looks well on its 
way to becoming the 
biggest grossing movie of 
all time. “So much stupefy¬ 
ing, enchanting technolo¬ 
gy, but few genuine emo¬ 
tions,” said L’Osservatore 
Romano, which devoted 
three articles to Avatar” in 
its Sunday editions.

4 tsp (20 mL) sugar
